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This is a decision on the Petition To Withdraw Holding Of Abandonment For Failure To Pay 
Issue Fee Under 37 CFR 1.181(a), received in the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
(USPTO) via facsimile transmission on February 4, 2005. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee as required in the 
Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed July 22, 2004, which set a three (3) month statutory 
period for reply. Accordingly, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 13, 2005. 

The petition is DISMISSED. Any request for reconsideration of this decision, or as explained - 
below, filing a petition seeking revival under 37 CFR § 1.137, must be filed within TWO 
MONTHS (2) from the mail date of this decision.

A Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due with Part B - Fee(s) Transmittal was mailed by the 
USPTO on March 26, 2004. Part B -Fee(s) Transmittal was received in the USPTO on June 25, 
2004. The issue fee was charged to the applicant's credit card on June 28, 2004. However, a 
Corrected Notice Of Allowance And Fee(s) Due (NOA), with Part B - Fee(s) Transmittal was 
mailed on July 22, 2004. Petitioner may contact Examiner, Forest Thompson, AU 3625, to 
inquire why the corrected NOA was mailed. Although, the corrected NOA and Part B - Fee(s) 
Transmittal indicated that $0 fee(s) was due, the applicant was required to return the Fee(s) 
Transmittal, PTOL-85B (Transmittal). 
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Petitioner's attention is directed to the last sentence in the following text, of which was also 
referenced by the petitioner: 

.... THE PTOL-85B (OR AN EQUIVALENT) MUST BE RETURNED WITHIN THIS PERIOD EVEN IF NO 
FEE IS DUE OR THE APPLICATION WILL BE REGARDED AS ABANDONED. 

The applicant did not return the PTOL-85B as required, and as a result thereof, the proper 
abandonment of the application. 

Petitioner may seek relief by filing a Petition for Revival of Abandoned Application under 37 CFR 
§ 1.137 (a) or (b). (Forms are available at USPTO website http://www.uspto.gov)
